No shelling was heard near or 
at Wepener on S«turday. 

In the four days fighting at Wep- 
ener the casualties were; 18 killed; and 
132 wounded.

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PARLIAMENT. 

Ottawa, April 7, 1900. 
The power of the C, P. R. over parlia- 

ment was again most effectively 
demonstrated on Thursday last in the 
railway committee. The application 
af a company to be allowed to build 
a, line of railway into the Kettle river 
or Boundary Creek mining district of 
British Columbia was refused by a 
vote ot 83 to 38. A aotable feature of 
the «ase is that when two years ago 
a like application was made a  miajor- 
ity of th> railway committee assented 
to it, and it was only defeatedin the 
the most strenuous exer-

ray commettee on Thursday by a vote 
oi over two to one snqws how success- 
aul thie company nas been in increas- 
ing its hoid on this parliament, @ ma- 
jority of the members of which 
elected on a poiicy distinctly epposed 
to further C. P. R. aggression. The 
result of the vote was not merely! to 
recuse the right to build a short line 
Tailway; it- was practically to pledga 
the present parliament to guarantee 
as far as it couid exémption from ef- 
fective competition to tne C. P. R., @t 
least in the mining regions of British 
Caljumbia. In other words io consii- 
tutte the investments of capital and the 
results of exploration, enterprise and 
labor in that region mere payers c* 
tribute to the C. P. R.,—at the wil} 
of that company and withcut recourse.

An analysis of the voie is interest- 
ing as showing just how the railway 
company retain and maintain such a 
distinctively dominant position. Thir- 
ty-three liberais and independents and 
Six conservatives voted against C. P. 
R. monopoly, 42 libarals and 41 conser- 
vatives voied for it. Clearly as a 
party the conservatives voted for C. 
P. R. monopoly and the liberals . di- 
vided on the question. The six con- 
éprvatives who broke away from iheir 
party on this vote are entitled to all 
credit, especially Kloepfer, of South 
Wellington, wha was very outspoken 
in denouncing railway monopoly, and 
who speaks with authority, being one 
of the heaviest shippers in Canada. 
But this stiall break away only em- 
phasizes the partizan character of the 
vote, showing that while there was 
cause for a general division of opinion 
the cause was not allowed to prevail. 
If anything were needed to emphasize 
the party character of the vote the 
(presence, speeches and votes of Sir 
Charles Tupper, and Hon. Mr. Foster, 
and the vote of Hon. Mr. Haggart, ex- 
minister of railways, in favor of mon- 
opoly, supplied it. Sir Charles and Mr. 
Foster only grace the committee With 
their presence when some big pull for 
the C. P. R. is to be niade. While the 
actions of the conservatives showed 
that bidding for C. P. R. support was 
a distinct policy, there was a distinct 
Jack Of policy on the part of the liber- 
ails. Hon. Mr. Blair, minister of rail- 
ways, was present and spuke strongly 
end voted for the granting of thecha r- 
ter and even went so far as to dare 
the ‘wrath of the omnipotent company, 
by. ridiculing Mr. Shau rbnessy’s argu- 
ment made before the I. Hie ee Be 3 
to allow competition would be io pre- 
vent the C. P. R. from exercisinz a, 
free hand in hastening the develop- 
ment of the district as it otherwise 
would desire to do. Notwithstanding 
the stand taken by Ion. Mr. Blair « 
majority of 42 to 33 of the liberals 
present voted for monopoly. Clearly 
the conservatives have a well defined 
policy of bidding for the favor of the 
C. P. R.—prepared to bid any price 
for that favor. Clearly also the lib- 
erals have no such policy. But noi 
having adopted a_ definite policy of 
resistence to C. P. R. aggression, the 
members of the party divide as indi- 
viduals and the ©. P. R, come in with 
the salid conservatrive party at their 
back and sweep the board every time. 

The case itself is almost exactly par- 
allel to that which existed in Manitoba 
and gave rise to the anti-disallowance 
@gitation. The C. P. R, have a mono- 
poly of traffic in the Kettle river coun- 
try, which is expected to be the back- 
bone of mining in Southern British 
Columbia. The mining industry there 
like every other industry everywhere 
else in the world, needs free ratiway 
competition for its profitable develop- 
ment,—to check the railway compan- 
kes in fixing their rates at whatever 

the traffic will bear. The only pos, 
sible way by which competition can be 
brought in is fram the States just as 
in the case of Manitoba. Just as in 
that case the plea of protection to 
Canadian interests is made, in order 
that the foreign owners and alien 
managers of the C. P. R. may fpick 
clean the bones of every Canadian in- 
dustry and investment in the part of 
the country affected,—and a ma jority 
of over two to one of a great com- 
mittee of parliament supports them in 
doing it. ‘

The number of bills ntec _- to 
parliament during the present session 
amoent so far io 127. Of course a 
large number are of the class calied 
private bills, such as provide legisla- 
tion on matters affecting individuals 
or companies, They are chiefly the in- 
corporating of railway companies. An- 
other large class are bills on public 
questions introduced by private mem- 
bers. These bilis are generally put 
forwaré for the purpose of affirming 
a iprinciple—of attracting attention to 
need—rather than with 


an existing 
the expectation of their becoming law; 
although any of them may pe accept- 
ed by the government and therefore be 
passed by the house. The government 
of course is necessarily responsible for 
all legislation which passed the house 
and therefore does not, as a rule care 
to accept legislation which it does not 


originate. 

Of the governmect measures intro- 
duced one provides for the inspection 
of apples for export and the marking 
o* the barrel or box containing them 
in accordance with the inspection. The 
need of this biil is occasioned by the 
ill repute into which Canadian apples 
are falling in Hngland by reason of 
dishonest packing. The inspector's 
marks will zive the name and address 
of the packer, the size of the fruit in 
inches, the name of the vaiety anda 
designation of the grade of the fruit. 
There is no doubt that the adoption 
and enforcement of such a system of 
inspection and marking would be a 
good thing for the Canadian fruit 
tirade. It is to be hoped that the 
qperations of the bill will not be con- 
fined to fcvit exported to Europe. The 
Northwest has suffered much more 
from the dishonesty of eastern appfe 
packers than England ever did, and is 
entitled to as much protection. The 
trade in appies from Ontario to the 
Northwest is for practical purposes an 
export trade. The difference between 
the case of England and of the North- 
West is that in the former Canadian 
fruit having to compete with that 
irom other countries is the loser from 
dishores* methods. In the case of the 
Northwest there is no competitionand 
the Northwest consumer is at the mer- 
ey of the easiern packer. A much 
more necessury and urgent case 
for protection by government inspec- 
tion from the consumer’s point of view 
than fin the case of export to England 

A biil to relax the provisions of + a 
former bill prohibiting the import of 
young trees from nurseries in the 
States, on account of the prevalence 
of ‘tthe San Jose scale pest there, was 
passed and assented to by the gover- 
Thursday. The bill 
permits the importation of trees at 
points tc be named by’ the department’ 
of agriculture, but all trees so im- 
ported must be fumigated with hydro- 
cyanic acid gas te kill the disease, The 
fumigation will b2 done by the depart- 
ment at the importer’s risk. This bil] 
is the result «f urgent protests from 
the Horticultural society of Manitoba 
against the former absolute prohibi- 
tion of importation of nursery stock 
from the Staites. They claimed that 
the only nursery stock they could get 
which might reasonably be expected 
to stand the Manitoba climate was 
that grown in the adjoining and sim- 
ilar regions of Minnesota and Wis- 
consin; where they also claimed that 
th scale pest was not prevalent. Rey. 
Pro’. Baird, of Manitoba College, form- 
erly of Edmonton, and now president 
of the Manitoba Horticultural! society, 
was a strong iniluence in favor of the

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ANOTHER LETTER FROM ALEX. McCAULEY. 

We are indebted te the courtesy of 
his relatives here for the privilege of 
reproducing be!ow a letter received 
during the week from Mr. A. J.H. Mc- 
Camley, of the Canadian Mounted Rif- 
les. The letter was written on March 
4th, from Cape Town, and reads as fol- 
lows: , ; 

“We are now in camp at Green 
Point. There is nut much of it green, 
being nearly all sand. It took all day 
on Tursday last to unload the steam- 
eT find make camp, which is two miles 
from town. There was a great cele- 
bration ‘that day among th> ships and 
in town over the news that Cronje had 
furrendered with 9,000 men. All night 
long cannons were booming and rock- 
ets: going up from the war-ships and 
tramsports.. Th2 surrender was on 
Majuba day, « holiday kept by the 
Boor republic, to commemoraie the de- 
feat of the British. It will now be 
used by the British. On Thursday we 
received word that Ladysmith was re- 
lieved in reality. I am sending you 
® paper giving full particulars of the 
last week of fighting. Ths: horses are 
picking up fast. On ths first day we 


rode, several of the boys were bucked © 


off, and during th> last two days the 
voys hive had quite a time to keep 
their siddles. Mr. Adamson, a son of 
Mrs. Adamson of Agricola, came to the 
amp to sce W. A. Griesbach and, ‘me, 
on Thursday having received a letter 
from his mother saying that we were 
coming out. He invited us to see the 
tights on Friday. Griesbach could not 
get of, being on gurird till evening. 
Mr.-Adamson showed me through the 
city ‘zardens. To see all the different 
flowerr, vines ani tres made me think 
it was summer again (it is fall or 
autumn here). Le then took me thro- 
ugh the suburbs to Wynherg. _ We 
passed throuzh Ceci! Rhodes’ grounds. 
There are beautiful fiower. gardens, 
walks and splendid buildings, and en- 
closures containing animals such as 
kangaroos, bucks, goats, and birds 
euch ais cranes, emus, ducks, beatti- 
fully plumed peacocks etc. There is 
a lion kept on the place but we had not 
time to see it. The grounds are open 
to the public. Large grape farms or 
vineyards are near Wynberg. 

“Jew pedlars are thick around the 
ramp, selling fruit, water glasses, 
‘belts and so forth. We are eating 
grapes half the time. Last evening 
709 Boer prisoners came down,and 150 
oi the boys went to escort them from 
the train to the snip. Some were old 
men with white beards and some 
young lads of fifteen. They are a 
dirty outfit and the boys think they 
ean lick them quickly; when the time 
comes. Eizhty men went down to- 
night to meet another batch of pris- 
pners. D. batiery of artillery (Can- 
adian)left Kimberley this evening. 
Mr. Adamson is from Johannesburg 
afd i fstaying here till it quiets down. 
He is quite a painter, for Pau! Kruger 
fat for his portrait before him. The 
only industry up there is mining. The 
Boers have large farms, generally 
1,000 acres, but only two or three 
e@icres on each farm are cultivated::All 
the lumber is imported, for nearly all 
this oak trees here are planted a long 
time ago for walks around the town, 
and th other trees are too small ‘for 
matpufacturing. The buildings are 
built cf stone and brick. The residen- 
ees are one storey houses and most 
of them have flower gardens, ali en- 
closed with a stone or iron fence. 
The poor peopie live in houses made of 
brick and plastered on the outside. The 
town is full of hotels, music halls and 
saloons. Here you see Ghurkas from 
India, Australians, and all kinds of 


British soldiers and marines. The 
warshiv “Powerful” is waiting here 
for Sir Chas. Warren to come down 


from Iadysmith. Rudyard Kipling is 
here and I hope, I will have the chance 
of seeing him. The officers have not 
yet received instructions how or when 
we will go to the front. The longer 
we are here the better for the horses. 
The last trnsport from England (the 
Yeomanry) lost 30 per cent of their 
horses, and were at sea less than!three 
weeks, while of our steamer only 9 
out of over 300 were lost. { was 
surprised to see a Massey-Harris bi- 
cycle agency here. Mules are thick. 
All kinds of cabs, handsome, and lug- 
gag2 rigs are haudtled by mules. 
carts or two wheeled hansums are 
hauled ‘by a team of muies. No single 
horse to a rig here, unless a 'private 
citizen has one. Rigs pass on the left. 
The street cars are double decked, 
the upper one being open. The rail- 
road cars are Engiish style, being 
divided into compartments each seat- 
ing eight persons. The freight cars 
oaly earry about three loads (cart- 
age), each, and the trains run about * 
sixteen miles an hour. The railways 
are owped by the government, ont the 
street railway is a private concern. 
“When we hear of any mail havi ng 
arrived there is always a rush for it. 
letters are eagerly looked for,”

A MYSTERY EXPLAINED. 

A couple o° wecks ago the Builetin 
published an inquiry ¢rom “A Reader,” 
in which it was siated that a report 
was current that a northern man had 
died in Winnipeg and that his body 
haid been sent north foc burial.

The Bulletin iook steps to ascertain 
the facts, which are briefly as follows: 

The report originated from tne fact 
tha® a casket was sent north from ‘Ed- 
monton some two months ago and 
now lias at Athabasca Lanci ing for the 
opening of the river when it will be 
sent north by Hudson’s Bay co. beat 
to Peel rive: to receive the body. of 
A. C. Stewart, a Klondiker, formerly 
mayor and chief of police of Hamilton, 
who died on Peel river a year ago last 
‘winter. It is the desire of relatives 
that Mr. Stewart’s body be disenterr- 
ed and brousrht out to civilization for 


reburial.

WAR NOTES. 
Prisoners Escaped 

A dctermined aittempt to escape 
was made on the 7th by the ‘Boerr 
prisoners at Simonstown, and fourteen 
of them succeeded in getting away in 
the confusion. One of the prisoners 
was killed, and another was wounded. 
Ons man was recaptured, but about 
fourteen are missing. Seniries have 
been placed at different parts of the 
town, and the station is under mili- 
tary supervision. Another and more 
successful attempt was made later, 
when 60 succeeded in getiing away. 
Capture of Irish Rifles. 

Gur despatches on Friday announc- 
ed the capture, after hard fighting, 
of the Royal Irish Rifles, near Bethany 
Particulars of the occurance have been 
received from Bloemfontein. They 
state that the regiment had been 
marchiag in the eastern part of the 
Free State collecting arms and were 
returning to Bethany on Tuesday 
when they were intercepted by the 
Bosrs, who placed three guns in posi- 
tion. The Irish enirenched them- 
selves, while Mounted Infantry start- 
ed along both flanks only to find es- 
cap2 impossible. The Boers opened 
with gun and rifle fire. The British 
replied sparingly with rifle fire hus- 
banding their cartridges in hope that 
help would arrive. Gradually the 
Bors drew into closer quarters. They 
fired intermitiingly during Tuesday 
night, ‘but did not attemgt to rush the 
British posttion until Wednesday. when 
the Irishmen who had fought tenacious 
ly, and were suffering severely from 
want of food and water, finding that 
there was no sign of succur, surrend- 
ered, baving | fought desperately for 
thirty hours. They lost ten killed and 
many wounded... 

Canadi n at Spion Kop. 

Duncan Campbell, a Canadian, 
writes to Toronto relatives concern- 
ing his experiences at Spion Kop as 
follows: “The +» enemy lad the 
range marked by daubs of white 
paint on stones, and at considerably 
move than a_miie range, 2,000 
yards about, and their fire was very 
aecurote. Our artillery fire was 
excellent, and covered or advance 
well, driving the enemy from their ad- 
vaneod ‘post early in the day. We had 
no artillery with us. By 7 o'clock 
a tremendous fire had developed, 
and their guns, especially their Max- 
im-No-denfeldts, | had found the 
rang> to a nicety. . Under cover of 
fire, their infantry crept up the steep 
sid> o° the hill and tried to rush ‘the 
trenches, and we had to make coun- 
ter attacks again and again to keep 
them off. Their losses in these attacks 
were severe, but they greatly out- 
numbsred us, and kept coming in on 
our fi.snks, as well as front. < They 
are plucky beggars and tried hard. 
One small party of fifteen actually 
got into the trenches, but none went 
back. All this time their artillery 
was p'aying the deuce with us, and 
by 10 o’clock they had large calibre 
guns playing on us. They worked 
the white flag trick on the party on 
the rizht flank and got about twenty 
(prisoners.

“The enemy’s scouts are merely low 
lass sneaks; but our scouts are valu- 
able gatherers of important news. 

“A scout should make it a point ffo 
gather wp ali he can, including fruit 
or meandering chickens, Little things 
like these may not seem important to 
you but your officers may profit by- 
them. Av, 

“The object of scouting is to see 
without being seen. Any man who 
can dodge a note book ccrporal ought 
to be able to keep out of sight\of a 
Boer.” ‘ 

Of “Our Responsibilities” it says: 

“It is only a question of days {till 
we Shall be calied upon to face therre- 
sponsibilities we have assumed. A few 
remarks upon this subject may not be 
out of place. (arene 

“We are going to Africa with very 
great prestige ;We may not realize 
it {zt it isa faet that!Canadal has said 
“Here is our best.” And it remains 
for us to prove that Canada’s best 
is the best that the world can produce. 
We have been entrusied with Canada’s 
reputation and honor, and in our hands 
is the muking of Canada’s history for 
good or evil. We may not be known 
in it as individuals, but as the second 
battalion, Canadian Mounted Rifles 
we shall certainly cccupy an import- 
ant place in her history, what is that 
place goiug to be ?

Continucd. 
Eow Farming Fays. 

The reader who has paid any atten- 
tion to the preceeding statements will 
perceive how well farming pays. At 
tae end of the first eighteen months 
the settler should realize, from the 
wheat and oats off his 50 acres, $750, 
one-third of which represents outlay, 
one-third fatr wa:res for his work and 
interest on the use of implements, and 
the remaining ‘third profit. Mean- 
while he will have had much of the 


food required for his family off the 


live stock and other products of the 
farm; while his live stock have on fcim- 
mer pasture and winter siraw thriv- 
ed and increased his gains with litle 
care on his part. Off 25 acres of faew 
land, broken during his second sum- 
mer, and the first 50 acres, he should 
realize $1,125 as his second crop; 
and in like manner centinue to enlarge 
the cultivated area and increase his 
flocks and ~ herds, during succeeding 
years. His land during all this time 
will be increasing in selling value. at 
an-accelerating rate not experienced 
by the older farraers of Edmonton, 
whese reports shuw what has been 
done by the proper kind of 
men for ithe country. What they 
have done in the past, other men of 
_like ®haracter can again do in the yut- 
ure, with greater facility too. 
_ The Future 
deas not require to be predicted byfone 
inspired. Any person of ordinary com- 
mon sense on studying the situation 
may. foresee how Edmonton, as the 
nearest mixed farming country to 
British Columbia and the North Paci- 
fie Ocean, is about to lend fresh! force 
to Horace Greeley’s oft quoted  ad- 
vice to young men “Go West;" and 
to our own invitation to land-seekers 
to “Come West. 
Growing “Markeis. 

A ,good and growing home market 
rlready exists for our produce in Brit- 
ist Columbia, which in the natural 
wealth of its mines, its forests, andits 
fisheries excells any other provinces 
@£ Canada. These riches have, how- 
€ver, like tke vast agricultural and 
fpastorial resources of the plains east: 
of the Rocky Mountains, only com- 
menced to be utilized by man. . The 
mining population of British Columbia 
is quite as sparse when compared with 
its mineralized area, as is that of the 
Territories relative to their agricult- 
tural extent. : 


The pre-eminent need of British Co- 
lumbia is railway transportation. Tha 
Kootenay disiricts alone are as yet, 
®0 accommodated; and these are our 
markets of to-day; with, the growing 
demands of which we are not keeping 
@alce. Our next market will arise in 
car next door neighboring district of 
Cariboo, which, probably excelling the 
Kootenay in auriferous deposits, lies 
Waiting the quickening influence of a 
railway from Edmonton io start it 
on a new lease of the mining'/life which 


in the early sixties astonished the 

world. j ee 
Railways to Markets. 

The first link of the line of the Ed- 


monton, Yukon and Pacific Railway, 
the fine railway and traffic bridge 
agross the ‘Saskatchewan river at the 
town of Edmonton, has just been com+ 
pleted. To save their charter, &c., five 
miles, to connect the town of Edmon- 
ton with the Canadian Pacific Railway 
system must be completed in the sum- 
mer of 1960; and another forty-five 
miles running west from that town, 
in the year 1901. This road leads thro- 
ugh the Yellowhead Pass, fcliowing 
from forty miles west of this town, 
the criginal line located by gcvern- 
ment for the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, into the Cariboo country and com- 
ing out about Port Simpson on the 
Paicific. A branch line may be run 
north to the Yukon. Once through 
the Yellowhead Pass at an altitude of 
only 1,509 feet above Edmonton sta- 
tion and 350 miles west thereof, the 
line will tap a country abounding 
in valuable minerals—notably gold, 
silver, and splendid mica. Continuing 
through the great valley betweea be- 
tween the Rockies and Gold Range, 
which is known as the magnificent 
natural north and south highway of 
British Columbia, the road will open 
up to Edmonton farmers and mer- 
chants in the Cariboo, as advantageous 
a mart as that in the Kootenay.- be- 
came, through railway connection to 
the city of Spokane, in the State of 
Washington. The rapid rise of Spok- 
ane iri Wealth and importance is a fore- 
cast of the future in store for -the 
town from which Edmonton district 
Cheap Ocean Freights. 

On this railway reaching the sea, at 
a distance of from 700 to £00 miles fram 
Edmonton station, the markets of the 
world at every season of the year may 
be reached by Edmonton produce. a 
Stead of our shipping east 1,400 miles 
by. rail to Fort William, or 1,400 miles 
further to reach the Atlantic we will 
then ship produce which cannot be con- 
sumed in British Columbia, 800 miles 
by rail, and thence at low ocean freight 
rates to our next best market, The 
merchandise of Europe and of the 
Orient, exchanged by the shipping for 
our agricultural cargoes, will in time 
be brought back to Edmonton, which’ 
will then ‘become the distributing 
point of such supplies for the Terri- 
tories further east and likewise Mani- 
toba, This change in the commer- 
cial balance of power will be further 
intensified en the completion of the 
Nicuragua and Panama canais. Ths 
coustruction of one of these canals is 
inevitable within the nexi ten years. 

Trade Expansion on Paciiic. 

The greatest commercial and indus- 

trial expansion imaginable is about 


es seen tene SSS hse SSS, 


to occur on the shores of this ocean. 
This vast hermit empire of China, with 
@ population of 100,000,000, is about to 
haive its doors Turced open by rivalfciv- 
ilized commercial mations. Already 
millers, as far east as Minneapolis and 
Winnipeg, are exporting large quan- 
tities of flour to China, where theide- 
mand for the new food is so rapid!y 
increasing as to decide American ship- 
pens to construct a fleet of vessels 
of the largest tonnage for the trade. 
Japan also shows a growing demand 
for American farm prodcuts. 
Advantages of Western Position. 

The possibilities of trade expansion 
on the Pacific might fill volumes, so 
suffice it to say the near and *ér 
markets for our produce going west 
are certainly assured, and place us in 
% (position to be envied by. Manitobans, 
who were wont to dissuade settlers 
from coming to Edmonton by thesar- 
guments (that it was too far west'from 
markets. They are now only ioo glad 
to Ship produce to British Columbia to 
which their railway rates of course 
exceed thase from Edmonton into that 
‘province. C4 

Gateway of the West. 

The Northwest Territories stretch 
for a distance of 2,000 miles ncerth from 
Edmonton. To this colossal area of 
fur-bearing, forest, fishing, and 
mineral icquntry Edmonton is the 
gateway and base of supply, from 
which it is reached by a wagon {road 
of 90 nmiles in length to the Athabas- 
ca river, thence down that stream to 
the lake of the same name, the efflu- 
ent of which taking the name of Slave 
river falls into Great Slave lake, which 
is drained by the Mackenzie river into 
the Arctic Ocean. Along this great 
water system, as well as that of the 
Peace river, which is touched by wagon 
and water routes from Edmonton, 
numerous fur trading and mission 
stations are scattered; and for the sup- 
ply of these considerable and increas- 
ing quantities of our produce are ann- 
nually shipped. These supplies called 
fer by missionaries and fur-traders, 
ealled Edmonton into agricuitural ex- 
istence long before the construction of 
railways into the Territories, and the 
town of Edmonton is an effect. The 
trade in produce and merchandise in 
exthange for the furs and peltrees of 
the great north land is a most import- 
ant and grewing commercial factor in 
the prosperty of the district. 

It is easy of access by river and 
railway over the plains to the south 
and east. It stands on the navigable 
waters of the Saskatchewan, which 
flow to Lake Winnipeg, and through 
it and the Nelson river to Hudson’s 
Bay. It fis ‘the base of supply by mag- 
niticeent water routes to the north 
land as previously described. It is 
connected through the Yellowhead 
Pass by wagon and pack trail, with 
the Cariboo district, which will be tap- 


ped by an Edmonton railway in the 
near future. ; 
Railway Connections. 
At Edmonton connection will be 


made between the Kdmonton, Yukon 
and Pacific railway, and the line 
known as the Canadian Northern, 
which has acquired charters from Port 
Arthur to Manitoba and from thence 
up the Saskatchewan valley to Ed- 
mvonton, s0 as, under one control to 
form a second Canadian transcontin- 
ental jine. lt is understood that the 
construction of the Canadian ‘North- 
ern wil! be vigorously pushed. 

Of fir.t importance, however, to the 
Edmonton, Yukon and Pacific Rail- 
way Company, which has niade a good 
start, the bridge over which it will 
cross the Saskatchewan having cost 
$75,900, and $160,000 of a cash subsidy 
having been granted to it by the Do- 


minion, on condi*ions that the first 
fifty miles, starting from a_ point 
somewhat south of the present Ed- 


monton station of the Calgary & 
Edmonton Railway (leased by the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway and forming 
part. of their system), be constructed 
within two years from August, 1899, 
or before August, 1901. This com- 
pany has power to construct branch 
lines to the Fort Saskatchewan, Stur- 
geon River, St. Albert, and Stony 
Plain settlements, also to the Atha- 
basca River at Fort Assiniboine. 

Another chartered railway is the 
Edmonton and Slave lake, to run from 
the town of Edmonton via Athabasca 
Landing to Peace river, thence thro- 
ugh the Peace river pass to Northern 
British Columbia. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany own a charter called the North- 
west Central ruaning from Manitoba 
through the Beaver Hills and Edmon- 
ton, on to Dunvegan on Peace river. 

There is also a projected local line 
chariered, called the Edmonton and 
Saskatchewan railway, which is pro- 
posed to be run from the present Ed- 
monton station northeasterly thro- 
uzh the Clover Bar, Agricola and Fort 
Saskatchewan settlements, thence 
sweeping round in a southerly direc- 
iion through the Beaver lake coun- 
try, and returning via Cooking lake to 
its starting point.

The 
Boers who have poured into ihe Free 
State from the norti are conlinuing 
their decidedly aggressive strategy. 
Since the ambuscade of Broadwood’s 
men and the capture of the Irish 
Rifles at Reddersberg jhey have gain- 
ed no material successes. Their lai- 
est move is to pen up about 1,509 c? 
Brabant’s mounted colonials at We- 
pener. The colonials are greatly out- 
numbered. but are putting ap a good 
fight. If their ammunition olds out 
they wil! probably be able to stand 
their besiezers off uniil help arrives. 
In Nata! Buller is also inactive while 
the Boers are adopting active mea- 
Sures, similar to those pursued by 
their countrymen around Bloemfon- 
tein. One report states that they are 
reoccupying their old positions around 
Ladysmith. Meihuen’s column, ad- 
vaneing north from Kimberley osien- 
sibly te the relief of Mafeking, has 
turned east to deliver a flank attack 
on the Boers who are marauding the 
Free State. These Boers not having 
any fiank, front, rear or lines of com- 
munications, are not easily outflank- 
ed, unfortunatety. The relief of Ma- 
feking appears as far off as ever. 
Plumer’s relief column from the north 
is doinz all that is possible for them 
to do, but the column is not sulficient- 
ly strong to break the Boer cordon. 
Gen. Gatacre,, of Stormberz fame, 
and whe was in command of the co}- 
umn of which the Irish Rifles captur- 
ed at Reddersverg, formed a part, has 
been ordered home to England. 

Conan Doyle, in an article in the 
Friend of the Free State, ihe ne wspap- 
er established by the war correspond- 
ects at Bloemfontein, describes the 
men of Gen. Smith-Dorrien’s brigade, 
in which is the Royal Canadian regi- 
ment. These men, he says, are taller 
and sturdier than the infantry of the 
line> They are solid men,straighti ‘as 
poplars.and wear a maple leaf on their 
shoulder straps, and the British bri- 
gade is glad enough to have these map- 
le leaves besides them, for the Cana- 
dians are the men of Paardeberg.

WHEREAS, it is expedient that 
there should be borrowed by the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton, the 
sum of $3,900.00 in order to pay ihe 
cost of acquiring Lots 30, 31, 32, B8, 
34, 43, 44, 45, and 46, in River Lot 8, 
in the Town of Edmonton, for the pur- 
pose of establishing thereon a Public 
Market. : ca 

AND WHEREAS, it is expedient 
thait the indebtedness to be created by 
the proposed luvan be spread over 
twenty years. : ' 

AND \\HEREAS, the amount of the 
whole rateabie property, according té 
the last Revised Assessment Roll is 
$1,188,249.00. 

AND WHEREAS, the existing debt 
of the Municipality, outside of the debt 
due for the current expenses of the
